Return of Writ of Foreign Attachment:

ed by Mr Francis (for Mr Gaskell), appear-

Mz ‘Pollard, Q.0., (instructed by -Mr 
Caldwell) appeared for leave to appear on 
kehalf of Messrs Jenny & Co. (Manila); he 
appeared for Mr G. 8B. _Faleoner and Mr 
Monset -besides,. The timber in dispute 


had béen. ‘stopped in transitu by Messrs |: 


Jenny, and-they contended that plaintiff 
could. not attach gools which did not be- 
Jong to Roynvaan. The bills of lading had

* THE WAR IN NEW, ZEALAND. 

(From the Melbourne Argus, (ct. 12.) 

Disastrous nowa has reached us from the 
seat of hostilities in New Zealand. Tho in- 
telligence to hand when’ the last mail was 
‘despatched was of a favourable oliaracter, 
the strongly fortified pa; Te Ngutnotemanu, 
haviug just-been captured, after a resolute 
defence, by.a force of 270 men! under::the 
command of Colonel SP'Donnell und: Major 
Vou Tempsky-.. A few days ago, however, 
particulars were -brought of a most disas- 
trous engagement with the natives, in which 
fivo officers, including Major Von Tompsky, 
(whose name has been honvurably associated 
with the war in New-Zealand for..many 
years), Capt. Buck, Capt, Palmer,. Lieut, 
Hastings, and “Lieut, Hunter, and -four- 
teen men were killed. The wounded num- 
bered twenty-four, and there were peveral_ 
men missing, ‘The native allies. wore far 
more fortunate than the Europeans, as they 
never lost a man. and killed fifteen of ‘the 
enemy. ‘The following are the particulars 
of this unfortunate affair, as gathered from 
the official despatch of Colonel M’Donnell, 
who was in command of the colonial forces. 
At about four a.m., on the.7th September, 
@ body of men, consisting partly of Euro- 
peans and partly of friendly natives, started 
from the camp at Waihi, with the intention 
of making an attavk on ‘T'e Ruo-arury and 
returning by Te Ngutuotemanu. The track 
however, was unfortuoately lost, and Colo- 
ne) M’Donnell found himeelf in a totally 
uninown locality. After several hours had 
been spent in endeavouring to find ‘a way 
out of the thick and almost impenetrable 
bush, a native was sent up a tree..to 


ica on the: 


reconnoitre.,. Smoke was seen, aad in a: 
few. minutes. the men came upon a few 
batk “huts, which were fired. into 
by tho Kupapas (the ‘native alliés ), 
when the inmates rushed out, leaving two 
meo killed, The track was followed, anda 
creak crossed, but.on ascending the opposite 
bank, where @ palisading was- erected, a 
sharp fire: from an invisible foe was en- 
countered, . ‘The fire was returned, but in a 
few minutos the men were fired upon from 
front,-right, and rear. Still, except within 
the palisading in. the clearing.in the. front, 
ho enemy was:to be seen. Colonel M‘Don- 
nell at. once caine to the concluaion that it 
would be impossible to rush, and if success- 
ful, to hold. the place, for the eiemy were 
snot only occupying it, but wero posted .in’ 
the bush on every: side many of them in 
rata treea which ‘were hollow and loophol- 
ed. He determined, tlierefore, t6 collect 
the wounded, atid push to the left, the only 
point that uppeared open. ‘Che march was 
accordingly commenced, Major Von Temp- 
sky being loft with a body of men to forni 
a rear guard, * While Di‘Donnell and his 
men were forcing their way through ‘the 
bush, which was a matter of some difficulty, 
as there were twelve wounded men to carry, 
the rear guard was attacked by a large body 
of natives, and completely surrounded. It 
was here that Major Von Tempsky and his 
brother officers, who wore -fiighting with 
great bravery, fell, and it.was ut, this spot 
‘that the principal casualties occurred. It 
was only after the greatest difficulty, and 
with sévero-loss, that they were abla to cut 
their ‘way out, In the meantime, M‘Don- 
nell’s party, endeavoured to get out of the 
bush as best they could, and ati dusk they 
reached the opening at Ahi Pai.pa, Here 
they received a parting volley from the en- 
emy, who followed yelling, and commenced 
a war dance in the open ground; out 
of the bush. . A volley:from the. retreating 
foree,.. however,. cau the dance .to

RICH QUARTZ MINES IN NEW 
~” ZHALAND, . .- * 


Recent Papers announce the opening in - 
New Zoaland of some of the richest quartz 
mines-of the world,: ‘They are in the north- 
ern island; and the mountainous regions 
in which the treastires have heen discover: 
ed have been known to-be auriferous for # 
long time, but the natives were hostile and * 
would not permit‘ miners to invade their 
territory. Many: of the Mnori chiefs haye 
golden ornaments made’ rudely from larga 
nuggets. which they suid had been picked 
up in the ravines; and sometimes white | 
travellers who ‘yent through the ‘country 
under native safeguard saw large quartz 
vein, Several of tho Maori tribes were at 
war with the British colonists, so that the 
mineral region on that island was effectual 
ly closed to prospectors until lest yoar, 
The New Zealand mines which have bither- 
to-beon productive are placed on ‘the mid- 
dle island, where the Maovis ave fow in 
number. , 

On the northern island, the rich deposits, 
so far found, are all in quartz. It waa not 
until July that the stamps in the Thames 
district, 65 miles cast of Auckland, in lati- 
tude 39°, began to run,.and‘the results are 
without a parallel in the records: of quartz 
milling. The Hunt mill, with four stamps, 
iu two weeks, turned out-10,700 ounces of 
gold, 920 fine, worth $19 per ounce, and’ 
$208,300 in all; or af tho rate of 5,000,000 
per year, Thia was probably obtained from 
rock which had beon carefully selected, for 
the propriotor had made a but of $500’ that 
he would ‘get 10,000 ounces in ‘the firat 
month. .Asa stamp crushes usually less 
than two tons per day, we may dssyme that 
not more than 100 tons of quartz were 
crushed in the fortnight, making the yield 
$2,000 per ton on an average. © The: mill‘ 
has tivelve stampa, but the supply of water 
was so scanty for the first two wooks that it 
was uot possible to run mora’ than four 
stamps. We know of nothing.to approach 
this wealth of quartz, except the Morgan | 
mine, at Carson Hill, in California ‘which, 
in 22 months, from Fobruary,- 1850, till 
December, 1851, produced $2,800,000, ac- 
cording to the statement of one person who 
was at the mine during the whole period ; 
though snother person, who was also there, 
and was long intercated as an owner, says the 
sium was only $1,500,000, But even at the 
highest. estimate the Morgan did ‘not 
yield more than $35,000 per’ week on’ an 
average ; and & great number of workmen 
wore engaged in extracting it, fifty arrastras 
having been busy at one time in orushing the 
rovk, The Princeton mine, on the Mariposa 
estate; hus excelled all others in California 
in its total production, which -has been 
$4,000,000, and in the richness of large 
bodies of milling rock, wliich yielded’ $70 
‘per ton for a longtime. ‘The Eureka bas 
naver averaged $60 per ton, and tha Amador 
and. Reis mines yield only about $20, and - 
are extremely profitablé at ‘those’ rates, 
These.are’ the most valuable quartz mines 
of this State, and yet how poor do they ap- 
pear in couiparisou with the Hunt? Time, . 
however, may prove that the gold deposit 
in the latter is merely a pocket,- * 

- But the Hunt is not the only rich mine 
in the Thames District.. The Golden Orown 
extracted $19,000 from: ‘sixteen tons of 
quartz, ‘the Bank of England $980 to the 
ton, the Hurska $170 to the'ton, the Tookey 
“a to the ton, and the Alburnia $950 from 
116 pounds of quartz.” he lagt was of 
course from a pocket, for it is at the rate of 
abvitt $18,000 to the ton, and of course if 
they had inuch quartz of that character they 
woitld not stop after orushin 115 pounds. 
Many pockets have been found in California 
with rook richer than that ofthe Alburnia, 
but in every case they have been in mines 
which have not paid for permanent worke 
ing. . eee
